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No Easy Solutions for Routes 
102 and 121 Intersection

CHESTER - Representa- 
tives from the state Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
(DOT) and the Southern 
New Hampshire Planning 
Commission (SNHPC) met 
with the selectmen to 
review a traffic and intersec- 
tion study they've begun in 
the center of town. 

As reported previously 
by the Tri-Town Times, the 
origins of the study, which 
is looking at the intersec- 
tion of Routes 102 and 121, 
began last fall when the 
SNHPC undertook an in- 
vestigation at the behest of 
the Highway Safety Com- 
mittee. The main impetus 
behind that work was the 
high number of accidents 
that occur at that location. 

In 2009, an annual aver- 
age of 8,900 vehicles per 
day traveled on Route 102 



south of its intersection in 
Chester with Route 121, 
and in 2010, 4,300 cars per 
day traveled east of that 
convergence on 121. And 
from Jan. 1, 2008 until July 
1 of last year, 24 accidents 
occurred at the intersection. 

That SNHPC report 
prompted a Road Safety 
Audit by the DOT. At the 
Thursday, April 20, Board of 
Selectmen meeting, Bill 
Oldenburg, administrator 
for the DOT's highway 
design arm, explained the 
report's findings. The dis- 
cussion was an effort to 
determine the town's reac- 
tion to the findings and to 
get approval for additional 
work or investigations. 

Oldenburg outlined 
eight findings and potential 
fixes, both short term and 
long term. 

Fixes include the instal- 
lation of flashing light warn- 
ing signs, trimming trees on 



the Route 121 approaches, 
changing the intersection to 
right angles, cutting back 
the southwest corner, elimi- 
nating the upgrade slope 
and vertical curves on the 
Derry Road approach of 
Route 102, installing rum- 
ble strips and installing traf- 
fic signals or a rotary. 

Oldenburg said all but 
two findings would be in 
the DOT's purview. Those 
smaller fixes would be cut- 
ting back trees and remov- 
ing an unused utility pole 
from the intersection. 

Oldenburg outlined the 
feasibility of the fixes, not- 
ing that while a stoplight 
might seem as though it 
would address the prob- 
lems, other issues arise with 
its installation. 

A light would force the 
widening of the road for 
turn lanes, and while it 
would likely cut down on

Vendors also will 
have to pay a seasonal mem- 
bership fee by April 30. 

Applications should be 
sent to: Paul Gilberti, 42 
Island Pond Road, Atkin- 
son, NH 03811. Checks 
should be made payable to 
the Hampstead Lions Club. 
A $25 registration fee is 
charged, and vendor fees 
will be $10 a week for resi- 



dents and $15 for non-resi- 
dent vendors. A discount is 
available for vendors who 
sign up for the full 16 
weeks.

SANDOWN - Plans to 
rehabilitate the Old Meet- 
inghouse will move forward 
as previously discussed this 
year, following a meeting 
with the board of selectmen, 
Old Meetinghouse Histori- 
cal Association and Dave 
Rochefort, the contractor 



doing the work. 

Following an earlier 
meeting with selectmen's 
office assistant Paula Gulla, 
the selectmen were ponder- 
ing waiting until the fall or 
next year. Gulla has been 
spearheading grant oppor- 
tunities for the work, and a 
Moose Plate Grant she was 
set to apply for stipulates 
that should the town receive 



the money, it couldn't start 
work until August. The 
town could have received 
up to $10,000, but enough 
funding is already in hand, 
and concerns about waiting 
to do the work had the 
board unanimously agree to 
move forward this summer. 

During Town Meeting, 
voters approved $16,000 for

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Recreation Commission Ponders Future of Skate Park

SANDOWN - In light of 
needed repairs, the skate 
park at the Roy L. Miller 
Field has been closed by the 
recreation commission. 

The park has been 
around for about a decade, 
and a combination of age 
and vandalism has prompt- 
ed the closure. The recre- 
ation commission has 
worked to maintain the 
park through its life, and 



though it included funds in 
this year's budget to keep 
the park open, recent inves- 
tigation into the cost for an 
adequate repair has put that 
work, at least temporarily, 
out of reach. 

According to recreation 
director Deb Brown, during 
budget preparation last fall, 
$1,100 was included in the 
budget for repairs to the 
park. That was an estimate 
for the cost of materials 
only, because recreation 
commission members said 



they could save taxpayer 
dollars by doing the work 
themselves. However, after 
review this spring by those 
who repair such structures 
professionally, combined 
with a review by a play- 
ground inspector, the com- 
mission realized that more 
work is required, some of it 
beyond the scope of the 
commission's know-how. 
The cost to fix the park now 
is estimated at $3,000. 

The park is mostly a 
user-supervised area, and 



while Brown said there are 
plenty of conscientious 
users, others vandalize it. 
It's an unfortunate side 
effect, she said, that while 
some of the initial reasoning 
behind erecting the park 
was to create a place for 
skaters away from town 
parking lots, the unsuper- 
vised nature of the place 
prompts careless use. 

At this point the com- 
mission is discussing op- 
tions. The park must be 
either repaired or removed. 



Brown said it would be 
unfortunate to remove the 
park because it takes away 
an activity for the town's 
kids. It's a balance, she 
added, because though it 
gets vandalized by some, 
taking it away punishes 
those who respect the place. 

If the park gets repaired 
and is again vandalized, 
odds are that the recreation 
commission will opt out of 
spending more taxpayer 
dollars on it. 

While there's no plan in 



place yet, donations are wel- 
come and would speed the 
process along. 

The commission is cur- 
rently pricing materials. 
Some of the cost comes 
from shipping the special- 
ized material for the ramp 
surfaces. That alone would 
be about $600. Members are 
looking into potential sav- 
ings by purchasing material 
through a professional skate 
park repair person who 
would also do the work. 



Chester Sisters Step Down from Welfare Officer Roles

CHESTER - After seven 
years of volunteer service, 
sisters Midge Gould and Bar- 
bara Dolloff have decided to 
step back from their roles as 
town welfare officers. 

Their work with the wel- 
fare department continued 
what has been a lifelong 
effort to lend a helping hand 
to those in need. They both 
are proud of their work as 
welfare officers, but it's time, 
they said, to focus on other 
pursuits. 

Gould said it's been a 
busy job, especially in the 



last few years, and one that 
she can no longer commit to 
as she once did. She's also 
taken a step back from her 
long held position as a ballot 
clerk, but she's confident 
Chester will continue to be a 
place where citizens volun- 
teer their time to their com- 
munity. 

Dolloff said it was time to 
take a little off her plate too, 
as sad as that can be. That 
being said, she's not letting 
go of any of the other neigh- 
bor-helping-neighbor proj- 
ects she has long worked on. 

Dolloff will continue her 
work with the Chester 
Clothes Closet and Mother 
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Hubbard's Cupboard. Both 
are efforts that have proven 
successful and have taken a 
lot of stress off the town's 
welfare department. 

Started in late 2010, the 
Closet has turned the old 
school located behind the 
municipal building into a 
veritable department store of 
clothing, free for anyone in 
need. It's a place that not 
only helps neighbors, but 
teaches youngsters the value 
of volunteering. Led by 
Dolloff, the place is regularly 
staffed by kids, doing every- 



thing that needs to be done. 

It's a tremendous experi- 
ence and wonderful to see 
the kids helping, said 
Dolloff. 

Acting welfare director 
Pat Martin lauded efforts like 
the Clothes Closet and 
Mother Hubbard's Cupboard 
and noted how much they 
have helped town residents. 
Martin also noted how bene- 
ficial the Chester Food 
Pantry, run out of the 
Chester Congregational and 
Baptist Church, has been. 

Martin said the town is 
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grateful for the work of 
Dolloff and Gould. 

Dolloff has also been a 
longtime proponent and 
trustee of the Wilcomb 
Townsend Trust, another 
effort that has buttressed the 
town's welfare department 
and those in need. The trust 
helps neighbors with fuel, 
medications and other 
necessities. It's work that is 
propelled, Dolloff said, by 
residents who keep an eye 
out for neighbors who might 
be struggling. 

Dolloff and Gould grew 
up in a household built on 
service to others, and it's a 
tradition they've not only 
continued throughout their 
lives but also helped to foster 
in others. While they are two 
of seven siblings, their par- 
ents also took in orphans 
through work with Catholic 
Charities. It was a full house, 



but one where there was 
more than enough love and 
caring to go around, they 
said. 

"We all had a baby to 
take care of," said Gould. 
She added that her mother, 
when questioned by those 
who thought it was too 
much work, always said that 
it was one of her greatest sat- 
isfactions to see those tod- 
dlers grow up and come into 
their own personalities, and 
eventually be adopted by a 
family who would love 
them. 

"They were benevolent 
people, my parents," said 
Dolloff. 

Dolloff added that grow- 
ing up, her family also knew 
what it was like to need help, 
and that experience has 
informed her efforts to this 
day. 
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Carrier Being Pressed to Repay State Retirement System

HAMPSTEAD - Hamp- 
stead Fire Chief Michael 
Carrier has been fighting 
the New Hampshire Retire- 
ment System for more than 
two years over its decision 
that he must repay money 
he received from the system 
while he was working full 
time as chief in Hampstead. 



According to the New 
Hampshire Retirement Sys- 
tem, he owes more than 
$80,000, and he has been 
ordered to repay the 
amount. Carrier disagrees 
with the state's interpreta- 
tion of the law and has been 
fighting the decision since 
2010. 

Carrier refused com- 
ment on the status of his 
claim. His appeal of the rul- 



ing was turned down last 
week, with his remaining 
option an appeal to the state 
Supreme Court. Carrier 
would not confirm any such 
appeal plans, saying only 
that the case is ongoing. 

Carrier retired as chief 
from the Londonderry Fire 
Department in 2007 and at 
that time qualified for 
retirement benefits, which 
he received. He was subse- 



quently hired as a full-time 
chief in Hampstead, a posi- 
tion he held until April 10, 
2010, when the Board of 
Selectmen agreed to rede- 
fine the chiefs position to 
part time, reducing his 
hours. 

At that time, Carrier told 
the selectmen he disagreed 
with the New Hampshire 
Retirement System's inter- 
pretation of the law and was 



fighting its order to repay 
the retirement benefits he 
had received since joining 
Hampstead in February 
2009. Carrier takes issue 
with the state's interpreta- 
tion of his appointment for 
a fixed term. The New 
Hampshire Retirement Sys- 
tem disagrees and wants 
repayment of the money he 
received from his appoint- 
ment in February 2009 and 



his change of title to part 
time in April 2010. 

In June 2010, the Town 
of Hampstead, as Carrier's 
employer, paid $14,400, its 
portion of the disputed 
amount, but beyond that, 
the selectmen have stayed 
out of the situation, deem- 
ing it between Carrier and 
the New Hampshire Retire- 
ment System.

the exterior painting, win- 
dow re-glazing and replace- 
ment of outside boards at 
the federal- and state-regis- 
tered historic structure. 
Since then, a $10,000 grant 
has come in from the 
Methuen Festival of Trees to 
offset that cost. The Old 
Meetinghouse Association 
has also put forward 
$10,000 for the project. 

The estimated cost is 
$26,000. 

Gulla told the board that 
while the Festival of Trees 
would like to see the grant 
used in the year it was 
awarded, the group was 



willing to work with the 
town, should it postpone 
the work. 

Rochefort said he was 
willing to do the work 
whenever the selectmen 
decided, but he raised some 
concerns about the time- 
line. He said he couldn't 
make any promises for get- 
ting the work done in the 
fall, and noted that he has 
time now to start the proj- 
ect. He also said the sum- 
mer was the optimum time 
to do the work, as the 
weather in the fall can be 
problematic, with dew, rain 
and lower temperatures. 

"The last thing I am is a 
salesman, but I have the 
time now. That's the only 



point I wanted to make," 
said Rochefort. 

Responding to questions 
from selectmen, he said the 
price wouldn't change if 
they waited until next year, 
and he didn't suspect that 
further deterioration of the 
building over another win- 
ter would be significant. 

Eleanor Bassett and Car- 
roll Bassett of the Old Meet- 
inghouse Historical Associ- 
ation agreed that work 
should start this summer. 

Eleanor Bassett said the 
money was appropriated 
and as such, she didn't see 
the point in postponing the 
necessary work. 

Carroll Bassett echoed 
his sister's statements and 
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said Sandown has the 
money to do its project and 
Moose Plate grant money 
might be better utilized by 
another community trying 
to start its own project. 

Selectman Hans Nico- 
laisen agreed, adding that 
whether the town would get 
Moose Plate money was a 
gamble. 

Selectman Brenda Copp, 



noting that she had a long 
history of painting under 
her belt, asked technical 
questions about how and 
when paint would be 
applied to the building 
before she was confident in 
moving forward this year. 
Her questions had chair 
Steve Brown joking that she 
should probably be on the 
crew this summer. 



Rochefort assured Copp 
that he stays up to date with 
the newest paints and 
researches what works best, 
especially with old build- 
ings, where getting the paint 
to stick can be troublesome. 

At the end of the discus- 
sion, Eleanor Bassett urged 
the public to come out and 
see the historical treasure 
on Fremont Road.

a direct market outlet. The 
market hopes to foster com- 
munity building and sustain 
or stimulate the local econ- 
omy, and promote the Town 
of Hampstead. 



Longbook said the 
Farmers' Market will have,

Is This What We Wanted? 



Under a new law passed over the 
Governor's veto, school districts are like- 
ly to look a bit like a Chinese restaurant 
menu - with some students in group A 
in the classroom, others in group B in a 
corner or group C in the library Because 
under this new law, as long as a parent 
calls a portion of the curriculum objec- 
tionable, "alternative" curriculum meet- 
ing state standards must be provided, 
albeit at the parent's expense. 

As Americans, we long ago accept- 
ed the concept of public education, 
and ever since, school districts have 
been generous in allowing parents to 
remove their children from lessons 
they oppose - frequently sex education 
classes or literature classes in which a 
particular book offends a family's sense 
of morality 

But that isn't enough for the New 
Hampshire Legislature. HB 542 requires 
school districts to adopt a policy allow- 
ing an exception to specific course mate- 
rial based on a parent's "determination 
that the material is objectionable." The 
law requires an "alternative" agreed 
upon by the school district and the par- 
ent, "at the parent's expense, sufficient to 
enable the child to meet state require- 
ments for education in the particular 
subject area." 

Although the law requires no extra 
expense, it nevertheless places a burden 
on local school districts, which must 
accommodate parents' wishes in provid- 



ing "alternatives." 

Most of our legislators favored the 
bill and voted to override the Governor's 
veto. 

The Londonderry School District is 
taking the initiative to establish a policy 
to address the law, including timelines, 
requests in writing, and an explanation 
from the parent of how the alternative 
material will be delivered. Superinten- 
dent Nate Greenberg is rightfully insis- 
tent that the "alternative" will not be 
part of general classroom instruction - 
no science room with creationism or 
"intelligent design" in one corner, evolu- 
tion in another, for example. But where 
those "alternatives" will be provided is 
yet to be determined. 

Plenty of mechanisms are already 
built into public education that allow 
parental input in curriculum. And par- 
ents already have the option of request- 
ing their children be kept away from 
offending study areas. But this new law 
opens the door for parents to request an 
entirely separate curriculum for individ- 
ual students - what a school board mem- 
ber aptly called "hybrid homeschool- 
ing." 

And it strikes awfully close to calling 
into question the concept of public 
school curriculum in general. 

We see litigation - read that, extra 
costs to taxpayers - written all over this 
law. Is this what we wanted from the 
Legislature? 
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Lesson from Greenland

Extra Police Patrols on Road

SANDOWN - Earlier 
this month, the police 
department began using 
grant money it received 
from the New Hampshire 
Highway Safety Agency to 
put extra officers on the 
streets. Its aim is to make 
sure the rules of the road are 
being followed. 

Officers will be out in 
high speed areas and prob- 
lem spots around town. As 
the point of the money is to 
make the roads safe, officers 
will be strict on traffic stops. 
While there may be lenien- 
cy on regular patrols for 
drivers going a little over 
the speed limit, officers on 
these extra patrols will stop 
cars for traveling five and 10 
miles over the speed limit. 

There may be some dis- 
cretion on the issuance of 
summonses, however. 

"It's to promote general 



awareness of the rules of the 
road," said police chief Joe 
Gordon. "We'll be out there 
and you'll be stopped." 

The police department 
doesn't have quotas for traffic 
stops and money from fines 
doesn't come back to the 
department, so the aim is to 
make sure the rules are being 
followed for a safe drive. 

Proper stop sign adher- 
ence will be looked at, along 



with whether passengers 
and kids are wearing seat 
belts. The police also ask 
that if drivers are going to 
talk or text on a cell phone, 
they pull off the road. 

Pedestrians and bike rid- 
ers will also have an eye on 
them to make sure they are 
following applicable rules. 

Cruisers will be out 
primarily on artery and 
through roads.

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Conservation Commissioner Notes Lack of Notice from Other Boards

HAMPSTEAD - Conser- 
vation Commission mem- 
ber Paul Carideo told fellow 
commissioners that the 
town's boards are still not 
notifying the Conservation 
Commission when a subject 
of interest to the commis- 
sion is to be discussed. 

At the Conservation 
Commission's Wednesday, 
April 18, meeting, Carideo 
said it is important that this 
notice be given when some- 
thing is discussed relating 
to the town's natural re- 
sources or wetlands. 

He asked about the 
work being done at the 



beach to control run-off and 
stop the erosion of sand. 
Conservation secretary Sally 
Theriault, who is also on 
the Beach Committee, 
offered updates on the catch 
basins, interceptors and pip- 
ing that is planned as phase 
two of the project gets 
under way. 

Conservation Chairman 
Tim Lovell said the rope 
that is strung along the side 
of the new rock swale is 
dangerous and needs to 
come down. 

"It looks nice, but I 
watched a 4-year-old boy 
swinging on it and doing 
flips with it," he said. "I was 
afraid he was going to pitch 
into the swale onto the 



rocks. The signs are good 
but the rope needs to go." 
Theriault said she would 
notify the Beach Committee 
of this. 

Carideo brought up the 
Recreation Commission's 
plan to turn the newly 
cleared plot of land at Depot 
Fields into a T-ball field. He 
said he was aghast that the 
Planning Board had said 
Recreation didn't have to 
come in with any plans, but 
if that commission puts a 
basketball court on the T- 
ball field off Veterans Way, it 
will need a change of use 
and a new site plan. 

"That is wetland there, 
and I have a problem with 
any more fill being added 



down at Depot Field," he 
said. "The amount of wet- 
land there that has already 
been filled in is huge. It isn't 
allowed by zoning and it 
isn't right. The fertilizer 
that's used on the fields get 
into the under drains and is 
taken downstream into the 
wetland, and has had a neg- 
ative impact on the White 
Cedar Swamp." 

Lovell said he would 
write a letter to the Recre- 
ation Commission question- 
ing the fertilizer and pesti- 
cide use and run off, and 
asked Carideo to write a let- 
ter to the Planning Board 
about the wetlands issue at 
Depot Field. He would send 
both letters to the commis- 



sion members for approval 
before sending them on to 
Recreation and the Planning. 
In other business: 

• Work is ready to go on 
herbicide treatment at Shop 
Pond when the necessary 
water temperature is 
reached, likely in May. The 
Conservation Commission 
has paid the state for a permit 
and paid the company for the 
work. The treatment is to 
remove invasive fanwort that 
is choking the pond. 

• The commission has 
received a letter in response 
to its request to buy a piece 
of land. The landowner pro- 
vided what he has for 
appraisal figures and a fair 
market value, and offered to 



sell the land for $100,000. 
Lovell said the commission 
has an option to respond 
with a take it or leave bid, or 
go the back and forth bid 
route. 

Members decided to 
send a letter with bid of 
$75,000, and to say if a 
response isn't received in 
two weeks, the offer would 
be off the table. 

Neither the owner's 
identification nor the prop- 
erty location were disclosed. 

• A work day was sched- 
uled for May 12. The com- 
mission members will be 
distributing gravel to sever- 
al trail locations to improve 
the trails and to better han- 
dle water run-off.

HAMPSTEAD - Appli- 
cations have been submitted 
for Information Technology 
Librarian and for a page 
position but there has not 
been the hoped for number 
of applications for an alter- 
nate Library Trustee seat. 

Library Director Deb 
Hiett said she plans to start 
interviewing librarian and 
page applicants when she 
returns from vacation. 
Linda Skidmore, the present 
IT Librarian, will be in place 
until April 26. 

The trustees, who met 
Wednesday, April 18, decid- 
ed to extend the time for 
alternate trustee applica- 



tions for another month, in 
hopes more people will sign 
up. 

Chairwoman Aileen 
Wall said persons interested 
in considering the position 
are welcome to attend the 
trustees' meeting May 16. 
Application forms are avail- 
able at the front desk at the 
library. 

In other business: 

• The library received a 
$200 grant from the State 
Library for a performer for 
the summer program. Hiett 
also said a new online lan- 
guage database will be oper- 
ational by May 1. 

• The trustees discussed 
the replacement of emer- 
gency lighting batteries at a 
cost of over $3,000, with no 



guarantee that doing so 
would resolve the problem. 
The emergency lighting sys- 
tem is original to the build- 
ing, and Hiett has asked 
Councilman Electric for a 
quote to replace the whole 
system. 

The trustees agreed it 
didn't make sense to put 
$3,000 into something that 
still might not work, and 
want to consider replace- 
ment, once they know the 
cost. The emergency light- 
ing system is required and 
must keep lights on for 90 
minutes when the power 
goes out. 

• Hiett said the library's 
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water was found to be con- 
taminated after the pump 
for the supply system broke 
down. The library brought 
in water for staff and 
patrons until the pump was 
repaired. She said the water 
was tested and is now clean. 

• Hiett said the lighting 
in the rear of the building 
has been finished and is 
much appreciated by staff 
when they go to their vehi- 
cles after dark. 
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A new mural in the 
Children's Room, provided 
by the Mothers Club, is 
being installed. It will be an 
interactive mural on three 
walls, featuring important 
town buildings. The streets 
will be magnetic so cars or 
people can be placed on 
them. 

• Hiett said library visits 
had increased over the past 
month, and two new volun- 
teers had started. 

• The library has re- 
ceived three quotes for an 
upgrade to the audio visual 



system in the meeting room. 
Hiett said she was leaning 
toward the lowest bidder, 
whose quote put the cost 
around $11,000. This bid 
included a new projector as 
well as wiring and installa- 
tion. The trustees have pri- 
vate funds for some of the 
cost but would like to 
approach the Friends of 
Hampstead Public Library 
for help with the cost. The 
trustees noted that the 
Friends have already pro- 
vided financial help for sev- 
eral projects this year.

• Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist announced that 
Pentucket Bank had con- 
tacted her and planned to 
make a contribution that 
would ensure the work on 
the Paul Revere Jr. Bell in 
the Old Meeting House 
steeple could be completed, 
with a goal of having the 
bell rung on the evening of 
the Fourth of July. 

• Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin said his department 
and the Town had been well 
represented at the wake and 
funeral of the slain Green- 
land Police Chief. Nine 
department officers and a 
motorcycle officer repre- 



sented Hampstead. He 
noted that his department 
member on the SWAT (Spe- 
cial Weapons And Tactics) 
team had also been involved 
the night of the shooting. 

• The board reviewed 
four paving bids for work 
on East Road and for the six 
or eight roads needing a 
final top coat from last 
year's work.

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State Likely to Cut Back on Streetlights in Hampstead

HAMPSTEAD - The 
state is hoping to imple- 
ment cost savings by signif- 
icantly reducing the num- 
ber of operational street- 
lights across the Granite 
State, and a handful of those 
lights are likely to be ones 
in Hampstead. Local offi- 
cials are viewing the meas- 
ure as a necessary cost-cut- 
ting effort which, so long as 
safety issues are considered 
in deciding which street- 
lights to turn off, is some- 
thing they're prepared to 
live with. 



Selectman Chairman 
Sean Murphy said it is a 
necessary cost-saving meas- 
ure and "as long as Hamp- 
stead residents are not put 
at risk and there are no 
safety issues, I'm all for sav- 
ing money. Every penny 
counts." 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist said, "I am not in 
favor of turning out any 
streetlights. Safety comes 
first, but if it has to happen, 
I would want to make sure 
there are no safety issues." 

Rick Hartung, the third 
selectman, said, "I think the 
state has to save money 
somewhere. This appears to 



be a decent plan, but if a 
decision to turn off a given 
light were to pose a safety 
threat, I would be prepared 
to twist arms to have that 
streetlight left on. But as 
part of the process, we will 
do what needs to be done to 
help." 

State Department of 
Transportation Public Infor- 
mation Officer Bill Boynton 
said the plan resulted from a 
review that discovered both 
the absence of a master list 
of streetlights and the real- 
ization that many highway 
safety changes had been 
made since the lights were 
put in place. That makes it

the more minor accidents, 
traffic lights bring serious 
accidents when red lights 
are not obeyed. 

A roundabout was dis- 
cussed, but whether there is 
enough space for such a 
project is unknown. 

The area is constrained 
not only by private property 
but by the historic Village 
Cemetery, Chester Congre- 
gational & Baptist Church 
and Stevens Memorial Hall. 

An easier fix would be 
cutting back the slope of the 
Stevens Hall corner to make 
the Derry approach of Route 
102 more visible. 

Planning board member 
Andrew Hadik suggested 
two fixes to mitigate most of 
the issues at the intersec- 



tion. He said that a limited 
line of sight causes drivers 
to suffer both timidity and 
aggression while waiting on 
Route 121, and excessive 
speed on Route 102 was a 
critical issue. 

Hadik suggested creat- 
ing a 20 miles per hour zone 
near the intersection with 
flashing speed signs, but 
Oldenburg said state law on 
such a road only allows for a 
minimum 30 mph. He 
added that dynamic flashing 
signs that indicate the speed 
drivers are traveling work to 
some extent, but for teen- 
agers they become games. 

Planning board member 
Cass Buckley asked whether 
there was any physical way 
of forcing slower travel. 

Such a solution is the 
non-existent silver bullet of 
traffic planners, said Olden- 



burg, adding that a police 
presence was the only thing 
that worked to slow down 
drivers. 

According to Olden- 
burg, rumble strips are out 
because of the noise they 
would create in a residential 
area. Table top style speed 
bumps are out in part 
because of Americans with 
Disabilities Act related com- 
plaints from persons with 
back injuries. Those work 
better in slower speed areas, 
he said. 

Other physical solutions 
to cutting speed might be to 
shrink the roadway by 
squeezing travel lines or 
putting in islands. 

The selectmen will look 
over the plan and give their 
thoughts to DOT before 
additional work can be 
done to the area. 
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imperative for the state to 
look at its streetlights to 
ensure they are where they 
should be, he said. 

Boynton said it appears 
many streetlights are no 
longer needed, given changes 
in highway safety rules and 
advanced technology. He 
added that while safety plays 
a role in the state's review, it 
is budget driven. 



Boynton said from what 
he could tell from the list, 
the state is looking at turn- 
ing off two of the five street- 
lights at the Park and Ride 
on McGregor Drive, Of the 
10 streetlights identified for 
consideration along Route 
111, eight are slated to be 
turned off or relocated. 

At a recent selectmen's 
meeting, Selectmen's Admin- 



istrative Assistant Sally The- 
riault brought up a proposal 
from Public Service of New 
Hampshire (PSNH) seeking 
authorization to shut off 
non-critical streetlights at 
midnight. The board passed 
the proposal to the Street 
Light Committee and the 
Highway Safety Committee 
for a recommendation.

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No Sandown or Chester Streetlights Slated for Shu toft by State

Though the New Hamp- 
shire Department of Trans- 
portation (DOT) is looking 
at how to reduce costs 
through shutting off some of 
its 3,000 statewide street- 
lights, at this point none in 
Chester or Sandown are on 
the list for potential shut off. 

DOT public information 
officer Bill Boynton said 
that all streetlights are 
under review, and while 
two-thirds to three-quarters 
of the state's streetlights 
under investigation may be 
shut off, the internal docu- 
ment the department is 
working with is very much 
a work in progress. 

According to Boynton, 



the decision to turn the 
switch comes because of 
budget cuts to DOT's 
Bureau of Highway Mainte- 
nance budget. In fiscal year 
2011, the bureau worked 
with about $1.9 million, but 
this year that sum was cut 
in half to about $950,000. 
The following year will see 
the number reduced to a lit- 
tle over $800,000. Most of 
that budget is used to keep 
the state's 3,000 lights on, at 
about $30 each per month. 

Boynton said everything 
in that maintenance budget 
is being looked at, from 
roadside mowing to pave- 
ment markings. 

DOT will not cut cor- 
ners on safety, Boynton said, 
noting that any lights slated 
for shutoff will go under 



review to make sure they 
aren't needed for safe travel, 
said Boynton. 

He said DOT did not 
have good documentation 
regarding where lights were 
and which utility owns 
them, and for years it more 
or less just paid the bill. 
Current federal highway 
safety standards, from sign 
reflectivity to headlight 
strength, make many of the 
lights redundant from a 
safety perspective, said 
Boynton. He added that 
though forced to examine 
the lights because of budget 
cuts, it was good practice to 
review that infrastructure. 

No other options were 
found to keep lights on while 
finding the kind of savings 
needed, said Boynton.

She said a study of the Bible 
informs them and the 
search for a better place, 
especially in the after life. 

Carroll said that while 
the history of the songs is 
important, their impact isn't 
reserved for a specific 
demographic. Everyone has 
daily struggles, she said, 
and the desire for a better 
life is universal. 
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Both Lindsey and Carroll 
agreed that singing brings 
peace to their lives. Lindsey, 
whose wife, Beverly, is the 
reverend of the Chester 
Congregational Baptist 
Church, spoke of the syner- 
gy between spirituals and

Library Friends Celebrate 50 Years of Service

HAMPSTEAD - The Fri- 
ends of the Hampstead Pub- 
lic Library provide many of 
the extras that make the 
Hampstead Library unique. 
And this year, the Friends 
are celebrating 50 years of 
providing that service. 

The Friends group was 
founded in 1962 but didn't 
become seriously active until 
1978, when then Librarian 
Becky Rooney brought life 
into the organization. Many 
of the Friends from that peri- 
od are gone, but Cay Rob- 
bins is still very much 



involved with the library and 
the Friends programs. Mary 
E. Clark, a dedicated Friend, 
is memorialized by the street 
named for her. 

"There would be no 
'new' library building, no 
computer system, no 
restoration of the town's 
oldest map, no Hollyhock 
Thrift Shop, no first-place 
trophies from the Christmas 
Parade, none of the excel- 
lent programs and work- 
shops offered in town," 
Rooney said. "During hard 
times, the Friends were 
there to help purchase need- 
ed items." 

Former Library Director 
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Judi Crowley added, "All 
these funds that are raised 
by Friends have been of 
huge importance to the 
Library and the greater 
Hampstead community." 

A small cadre of Friends 
started the Thrift Shop in 
1966. It came to be called the 
Hollyhock Thrift Shop 
because of the hollyhocks 
that grew at the Civic Club 
building, where the shop 
started. The Friends respon- 
sible for starting the Thrift 
Shop included Robbins, 
Clark, Toria Piehl, and Elaine 
Brough. These days, Elaine 
David has been running the 
shop for more years than she 
likes to think about. 

Without the Friends, 
many museum passes 
would not be available to 
patrons. The group was also 
responsible for financing 



the original computer circu- 
lation system that put the 
Hampstead Library on the 
cutting edge of the state's 
libraries. And the Friends 
was instrumental in open- 
ing up the second floor of 
the library, in part with Bob 
Turner's fund-raising bike 
ride from Florida to New 
Hampshire. 

The Friends have four 
public aspects that generate 
money for the library - the 
Hollyhock Thrift Shop, a 
biennial Holiday House 
Tour, a Holiday Auction, 
and a yearly series of pro- 
grams offered free to the 
community. The Friends 
group has also played an 
important role in the Sum- 
mer Reading Program. 

In addition, the group 
has provided the library 
with an AED (Automated 
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External Defibrillator), com- 
puters, and movie licenses, 
and replaced such things as 
the back porch and the Secret 
Garden fence. Books, person- 
al development for staff and 
CPR (cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation) certification are 
also among the services sup- 
plied by the Friends. 

In the beginning it was 
mainly bake sales the 
Friends held to raise money. 
These days, the member- 
ship fluctuates between 50 
and 100 people, and the 
membership fee is $5 - 
except in the 50th anniver- 
sary year, the Friends has 
reverted to the group's orig- 
inal $3 fee. 

The Friends also provide 
raffle baskets and library 
items such as tote bags, 
video tapes of Don Duston's 



history and tour of Hamp- 
stead, Maurice Randall's 
book, "History of Hamp- 
stead New Hampshire," and 
note cards of Sign Island by 
local artist Mary Preble and 
note cards by three artists 
who exhibited at the library 
in 2006. 

On May 8, the Friends 
will celebrate 50 years of 
service at its annual Potluck 
Supper. State Librarian 
Michael York will attend, 
and the Library Trustees are 
supplying birthday cake. 
The entertainment will fea- 
ture sixth grader Chad Hass, 
a home schooled magician. 

The Friends message on 
the group's anniversary is 
simple - "We look forward 
to the next 50 years support- 
ing our library. Come and 
join us. You won't regret it."

SANDOWN - Central 
School's fourth and fifth 
graders had the opportunity 
last week, through a day- 
long enrichment program, 
to investigate the arts.

ing. 

In the gym, Children's 
Stage Adventures intro- 
duced students to the basic 
skills actors use. They play- 
ed improvisational games 
that had the kids in stitches 
as their classmates tried to 
have their friends guess 
what they were acting out. It 
was an activity that had the 
kids thinking quickly on 
their feet but also gaining 
confidence to put them- 
selves out there to act.

Next door in the art 
room and an adjacent class- 
room, Arts Honor Society 
students from Timberlane 
High went through a lesson 
plan on continuous line 



drawing. High school stu- 
dents Tess Perkins, Hayley 
Blinn and Brittany Grover 
worked with the younger 
students in creating a draw- 
ing from a still life. They all 
urged their students to take 
advantage of the many 
opportunities for arts edu- 
cation at the high school. 

Blinn, who is going on 
to college to major in art, 
showed the kids some of 
her work and demonstrated 
how a continuous line

"It's not going to be per- 
fect, and that's fine," said 
Blinn. 

Down the hall, parent
